Carstairs high school students sup¬ 
porting local teachers in their contract 
dispute spent after school time protest¬ 
ing and camping out in front of Hugh 
Sutherland High School last week. 

Upset that the teachers have been 
“forced” to use work-to-rule tactics to 
fight for their demands after the pass¬ 
ing of Bill 12, students from Grades 9 
to 12 tried to make their voices heard 
after school in an organized protest. 

Hugh Sutherland Student President 
Justin Jones, who organized the event, 
said because of the work-to-rule cam¬ 
paign students aren’t able to go ahead 
with their play The Wizard of Oz and 
he feels his grad may be in jeopardy. 
However he doesn’t fault the teachers 
with their move to opt out of extras as 
he feels it is the only choice they have. 

“I understand why teachers are with¬ 
drawing services,” he said on the sec¬ 
ond day of the protest. “It’s the last card 
they have to play. Teachers do care. 
They are just in a tight spot right now. 

“We are here to support our teach¬ 
ers. Bill 12 has taken away the rest of 
their union rights,” he said adding that 
he feels Bill 12 is unconstitutional. 

Jones said the move to protest was 
an attempt to increase public awareness 
about the situation. He said it wasn’t 
just the teachers that were outraged 
about the situation,but the students too. 

The protest consisted of 36 students 
the first night with more students join¬ 
ing the ranks in the following days. A 
mass of tents was erected after the 
school day ended and a small fire was 
started the first night in front of the 
school. 

Phone calls went to a variety of me¬ 
dia outlets in the city as the students 
tried to get as much exposure as possi¬ 
ble on their event. Letters were also 
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Hugh Sutherland High School students camped out in front of their school during the evenings of last week in support of their 
teachers. 


planned to Premier Ralph Klein, Learn¬ 
ing Minister Lyle Oberg and local MLA 
Richard Marz. 

The week leading up to the action 
made by local students, Calgary stu¬ 
dents walked out from their classes in 
protest. Jones said people viewed their 
actions as being done just to miss class 
time and the students at Hugh Suther¬ 
land thought their message would be 
more credible because students were 


performing their protest on their own 
time. 

“It makes more of a statement when 
you do something like this on your own 
time. W’hen people are that dedicated to 
a cause it makes more of a statement.” 

Jones said teachers were supportive 
and proud of their actions but were care¬ 
ful not to help in the planning of events 
because it might be seen as “strike ac¬ 
tion.” 


The only opposition they have re¬ 
ceived is from some of the other stu¬ 
dents. 

Initially the students wanted to stay 
in the school overnight to make their 
point, but were not allowed to do so 
because of liability issues. Instead they 
went outside. Jones said it was a bless¬ 
ing in disguise because of the extra ex¬ 
posure they received by being close to 
the road. 


Town of Didsbury will celebrate its centennial in 2006

The Town of Didsbury will receive 
a plaque from local MLA Richard Marz 
celebrating 100 years since its incor¬ 
poration as a village and plans will 
be made to celebrate Didsbury’s 100 
years as a town in 2006. 

At the Jan. 23, 2002 Council meet¬ 


ing, Mayor Dorothy Moore requested 
that the Community Services Depart¬ 
ment investigate the information that 
Didsbury was celebrating its 100 an¬ 
niversary of incorporation as a vil¬ 
lage. 

This was investigated through 
phone calls to Alberta Municipal Af¬ 
fairs and subsequent findings indi¬ 


cated that Didsbury had been incor¬ 
porated as a village on December 24, 
1901. 

Officials agreed that Didsbury’s of¬ 
ficial centennial should be held in 
2006 - the anniversary of the incor¬ 
poration as a Town. 

Councilor Gary Dolha indicated he 
would research a centennial project 


and his current thoughts were focused 
on the erection of an oversized flag 
pole and Didsbury flag that could be 
viewed from Highway #2. 

Council carried motions to cel¬ 
ebrate its incorporation as a village 
by accepting a recognition plaque 
from the province and to celebrate 100 
years as a Town in 2006.

Gulbe during his March 28th 
appearance, adding, if the 
county refunds this amount "it 
will be the end of the story. If 
not, then we will go to the next 
step." 

County Reeve Ian Harvie 
told the Gulbes their first two 
requests had already been dealt 
with by council and their deci¬ 
sion, not to refund the security 
deposit and the five-times fee, 
would stand. As for the cost of 
legal fees in this matter, "it is a 
cost of doing business. It was 
your decision and yours alone 
to go ahead with this," he said. 

Council's previous decision 
to not refund the penalty fee 
and security deposit was upheld 
by the MPC. 

Legal costs incurred by the 
county are estimated at 
$24,000. 

Council unanimously op¬ 
posed a motion to return 
Gulbe s legal fees. 

"That is all we can do for you 
today," said Harvie, dismissing 


the Gulbes. "We consider the 
matter closed." 

Gulbe once again promised 
council this would not be the 
end of the matter. 

"I think this stinks," he said 
after the meeting. "I didn't think 
they would go along with it but 
we had to ask to cover our 
butts." 


Gulbe said he didn’t want to 
"let the cat out of the bag" by 
revealing what legal action 
would be taken next, but did say 
he is willing to incur more le¬ 
gal fees and fight this matter 
for "as long as it takes". 

"I believe in right and wrong 
and that is the only way they 
are going to learn.” 


Town Council sends draft garbage 
by-law back to Operational Services

Demands fell on deaf ears as 
Bob Gulbe Sr. took one more 
kick at the County can. 

Gulbe requested, unsuccess¬ 
fully, the return of more than 
$45,000, money he has spent 
trying to legitimise his home 
built without proper permits. 

Gulbe and his wife Mary pre¬ 
sented three separate demands 
to Mountain View County 
Council March 28. 

Firstly, he asked council to 
refund $3,450 in re-designation 
fees which were subject to a five- 
times-the-regular-fee penalty 
because construction had al¬ 
ready begun on the home before 
proper permits were obtained. 

Secondly, Gulbe asked coun¬ 
cil to return a $15,000 security 
deposit, plus $2,000 interest, 
which was held in trust to as¬ 
sure his home would be removed 
from the property, by a certain 
deadline, as was court ordered. 

Finally he asked to be re¬ 


funded $25,000 in legal fees in¬ 
curred over a "three year, 10 
month and 28 day" period. 

These requests follow years 
of arguments between Moun¬ 
tain View County and and the 
Gulbe family. 

In 1998 Gulbe built a second 
residence without proper per¬ 
mits on his son's seven acre par¬ 
cel of land near Eagle Hill. 
Council obtained a court order 
to move the home, and secured 
the removal with a $15,000 de¬ 
posit. 

The home was not removed 
thus the money was not re¬ 
turned. 

In 2001, council made con¬ 
cessions allowing Gulbe to re¬ 
apply for subdivision and other 
necessary permits, in efforts to 
end the matter. 

In February of this year, 
Council approved his applica¬ 
tions and permits were issued. 
The home would stay put. 

"Let's put a lid on this and 
settle it once and for all," said

County will not 
build entrance for 
new lodge

Mountain View County 
Council will not enter into an 
agreement with the Mountain 
View Seniors’ Housing to help 
create an access to its new 
site which is located on the 
same property as the Dids- 
bury Hospital. 

Citing that using County 
equipment and labor to build 
the access wouldn’t justify 
the liabilities a paving con¬ 
tractor might have in not be¬ 
ing able to prepare the site 
himself. Council unanimously 
voted in favor of not entering 
into an agreement on the is¬ 
sue. 

Councillor Ron Richardson 
said a paver might not guar¬ 
antee the job if the County did 
initial work on the project. 

“For the little bit of money 
that might be saved versus 
the liability - its not worth 
the risk,” said Richardson. 

The Mountain View Man¬ 
agement Board made the re¬ 
quest to have the County help 
with the paving through an 
old Councillor who sat on the 
Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing. 

Before a decision was 
made, Councillor Dave 
Derksen said if council de¬ 
cided to enter into an agree¬ 
ment it should be done on a 
cost-recovery basis. 

Meanwhile in another item 
addressed by County Council 
at last Thursday’s regular 
Council meeting, Council de¬ 
cided to table a request made 
by the Mountain View Sen¬ 
iors’ Housing to write a let¬ 
ter of support so that the 
board could apply for a Lodge 
Assistance Grant from the 
province in the amount of 
$4.80 per resident per day of 
the lodge residents. 

Mountain View Seniors 
Housing suggested the word-

ing “Mountain View County 
supports the seniors’ lodge to 
be built in Didsbury. We are 
aware that the Mountain 
View Seniors’ Housing may 
require borrowing up to $2 
million dollars to construct 
this lodge.” 

Councillors became con¬ 
cerned with the wording be¬ 
cause they didn’t know what 
the intent of the second sen¬ 
tence was and if it had impli¬ 
cations for the County for the 
future. 

Derksen said he thought 
the request was just to go 
ahead with the $4.80 per resi¬ 
dent and that the statement 
wasn’t made to open doors for 
the Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing. 

Councillor Ben Penner said 
the wording could be changed 
to reflect that the County sup¬ 
ported them in going after the 
grant and approved, but 
Council decided to hold off on 
a decision. 

Reeve Ian Harvie said he 
thought the Mountain View 
Seniors’ Housing should be 
doing more homework in re¬ 
gards to how the lodge is go¬ 
ing to be built and run once 
operational. 

“I would like them to have 
a better understanding on 
how they will support and 
operate this,” he said.

Town Council will waive fees for those volunteering with children and elderly in Didsbury

Didsbury Town Council has 
approved a draft policy that 
would see some local volun¬ 
teers get their Criminal 
record checks done for free. 

Those who are able to meet 
certain criteria will be able to 
have their checks done for 
free through the Didsbury 
RCMR The checks used to be 
free at the detachment but an 
influx of requests led to Coun¬ 
cil putting a $20 fee on the 
checks last year. 

Only non-profit community 


groups operating within the 
Town of Didsbury and dealing 
with children and seniors will 
be eligible for exemption of a 
fee for Criminal Record 
Checks. When requesting ex¬ 
emption from Criminal 
Record Check charges, cur¬ 
rent financial statements 
must be presented to the 
Town of Didsbury. 

Non-profit groups must 
provide a letter of application 
to the Town of Didsbury, 
meeting eligibility require¬ 
ments for exemption. From 
there the Town will provide a 


letter to the Didsbury RCMP 
advising of the group’s exemp¬ 
tion. The non-profit group 
will then provide a list of vol¬ 
unteers to the RCMP who are 
to be exempted from the 
charges. 

The money that is collected 
from the checks goes directly 
to the Town and councilors 
are able set the rate for crimi¬ 
nal record checks. 

Councillors thought it was 
still important to charge for 
the checks. Because of its lo¬ 
cation the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment receives requests for 


criminal record checks from 
surrounding municipalities 
such as Crossfield, Carstairs 
and Cremona. 

The Didsbury RCMP used 
to get 10 requests for checks 
a year. As more community 
groups required the checks 
♦he number of requests seen 


by the RCMP has risen 
exponentially. 

Still there were some 
councilors that were uncom¬ 
fortable about levying a fee to 
local volunteers.

Child pornography ruling will not 
protect children, says Thompson

Preparing a ‘surprise birthday party’ may seem like so much 
fun at the outset, and although it is in a real sense fun and 
even hilarious at times, it can also be stressful; having to 
take every precaution not to let the secret out of the bag; and 
at the same time attempting to be honest at all times. 

Recently our family were all present and put on a surprise 
party for their Dad’s 80th birthday, my only task was to hold 
the fort of secrecy at all times. 

When unexpected phone calls came, definitely at inappro¬ 
priate times, one had to think and react very quickly. On one 
such occasion when the caterer called at just such a time, I 
responded by saying “No, thank you I don’t think we need 
our carpets cleaning just now, but thanks for calling." At first 
she seemed bewildered but quickly caught on and asked me to 
call her back at a convenient time. Whew, that was a close 
call. 

Our daughter called on one occasion and I shared with her 
some of the narrow escapes I was having and her answer was 
“Mom, you’re getting pretty good at this.” 

It took ingenuity, as 1 had to ask a friend if we could pre¬ 
tend we were going to attend her birthday party; and also it 
required moving dates around on our calendar to such a de¬ 
gree that I was myself wasn’t sure any more where we were 
going and when.

Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament 
for Wild Rose expressed shock at the B.C. 
Supreme Court decision in the case of John 
Robin Sharpe. The court convicted Sharpe of 
possession involving pornographic photo¬ 
graphs of children, but acquitted him of 
charges involving his personal writings with 
the justification that they had artistic merit. 

“This decision simply does not protect chil¬ 
dren from sexual predators. Children are the 
most vulnerable members of our society, and 
the law must reflect that fact,” said 
Thompson. 

“The definition of artistic merit was too 
widely interpreted by the court and therefore 
protected Sharpe’s violent writings that tar¬ 
get vulnerable children. As one psychiatrist 
at the trial observed, Mr. Sharpe’s writings 
were among the most violent he had ever 
read,” stated Thompson. 

“In light of this decision, two things have 
to happen immediately. First, the Crown must 
appeal the decision with a view of determin¬ 
ing whether the exemption of artistic merit 
created for personal writings was defined in 
such a broad way that violent and anti-social 
texts like Sharpe’s could be justified under 


the law. At the same time, Parliament should 
examine this issue to determine if statutory 
changes can be implemented. The Criminal 
Code must be amended and the government 
should immediately invoke the notwithstand¬ 
ing clause to override this terrible judicial 
decision,” said Thompson. 

It should be noted that Mr. Justice Shaw, 
the same judge who presided over the trial in 
1999 in which Sharpe was acquitted of all 
charges, heard this case as well. “I can't un¬ 
derstand why the same judge was assigned to 
this case, especially since he had already in¬ 
dicated his position on Canada’s child pornog¬ 
raphy laws in the 1999 trial by striking them 
down,” stated Thompson. 

“It amazes me that a judge can find John 
Sharpe’s stories of sexually using and abus¬ 
ing children as having artistic value. Sharpe 
was quoted as saying ‘A person should be 
allowed to possess anything, even if it’s an 
image of an eight-year-old being raped and cut 
up.’ There is never artistic merit in the sexual 
exploitation or the suggestion of abuse of chil¬ 
dren. Canadians should be up in arms, de¬ 
manding that Parliament act responsibly and 
override this decision,” concluded Thompson.

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the caboose to sit on the rails 
proved to be a difficult task. 

The first crane that was used 
in the attempt to get the ca¬ 
boose into its desired spot failed 
because it was too heavy and 
awkward to move. Another 
crane had to be moved in and 
by the time the caboose was on 
the rails the move cost a hefty 
price. 

"People used to say he spent 
$20,000 to move a caboose that 
was worth $1,500. 

"People thought he was nuts 
when he brought in the ca¬ 
boose, but it didn't take them 
long to realize the caboose was

going to be a landmark for the 
community." 

Taylor recognized the appeal 
of living in Water Valley and 
helped build other structures in 
the area including the Water 
Valley Saloon. 

When Taylor passed away, 
Davis saw the opportunity to 
finish the man's dream of de¬ 
veloping the 50-or-so acres by 
Water Valley. 

One of the first questions he 
was asked by local residents 
was what he was going to do 
with the caboose. 

Local residents wanted to 
see the caboose remain on the 
land. 

The improvements made to 
the caboose improve the func¬ 
tionality of the living spaces, 
but Davis has maintained he 
has done everything to keep the 
caboose the way it has always 
been. 

"I tell people I wouldn’t do 
anything that Bill Taylor 
wouldn't do."

Caboose a landmark, office and home

Scott Davis deflects credit 
when it comes to the caboose 
he lives in - a land mark of Wa¬ 
ter Valley. 

Instead he considers himself 
a custodian of a man-before- 
him’s dream. 

Upon entering Water Valley 
it is hard to miss the caboose 
that sits on the North side of 
the road that leads into the ham¬ 
let. What looks like two rail cars 
is really a caboose attached to 
a building that houses Davis' of¬ 
fice and sleeping quarters. 

For the past four years the 
local developer has lived in the 
caboose which has been trans¬ 
formed into a living area and 
has all of the comforts of a regu¬ 
lar home - running water, a mi¬ 
crowave, refrigerator and a tel¬ 
evision set. 

But on completion of Davis' 
new home, he will move out of 
the caboose and into a newly 
built home that overlooks the 
Canadian Pacific Railway (CPRi 
vehicle. Not content to com¬ 
pletely remove himself from the 
vehicle he has an appreciation 
for, Davis will keep his office in 
the caboose and perhaps house 
his guests there. 

"I will miss living in the ca¬ 
boose for many reasons - the big¬ 
gest one is that I can't tell peo¬ 
ple 1 live in a caboose any more." 

Entering the caboose is a lot 
like entering another world. 
Improvements make the space 
livable but the integrity of the 
past remains at the forefront. 

Above the kitchen sits a

small loft - which Davis de¬ 
scribes as a perfect place for 
reading a book. The nook has 
four padded seats which would 
allow one to stretch out and en¬ 
joy the sunshine that pours in 
through the windows. 

Train memorabilia is scat¬ 
tered throughout the main 
room, some of it original arti¬ 
facts that came with the struc¬ 
ture and other pieces that Davis 
has collected himself. 

When explaining the history 
of the caboose, Davis has re¬ 
ceived most of his information 
from local residents and the sto¬ 
ries he recalls from his father 


about the original caboose 
dweller. Bill Taylor. 

Taylor was a railway man 
his entire life, explains Davis. 

He used to brag that the 
only pay-cheque he ever re¬ 
ceived came from the CPR." 

Taylor purchased the prop¬ 
erty in 1970 but the caboose 
didn't enter the picture until 
about 10 years later. The way 
the story goes Taylor ordered 
the caboose and was able to buy 
a retired one in Revelstoke. He 
decided to move it to the prop¬ 
erty. 

A piece of rail was set up for 
the caboose to sit on. Getting

The moose have been with us all winter. There are 
always two of them, the little moose and the medium sized 
moose and sometimes when the big moose comes for a 
visit there are three. It's kind of interesting to have moose 
living within sight of the house and we have to admit to 
showing off a little when city friends visit and we say 
casually, " did you notice the moose family sleeping near 
the lane?" When we read in last weeks REVIEW that wild¬ 
life officers had tranquilized and trapped a couple of moose 
in Didsbury it occurred to us that our Moose might have 
wandered that far but of course they did not. We cer¬ 
tainly hope that the Didsbury moose, who have been re¬ 
located to Water Valley, are not making their way back 
to town via our pasture. Three moose are more than 
enough thanks and we really don't need a cranky and 
protective cow moose giving birth in the garden. 

We have a lovely big dog, and Hobbes does make an 
effort to guard his territory but moose are not afraid of 
dogs and when Hobbes asks the moose to move along 
there is no co-operation. On an early evening last week I 
looked out to see middle size moose trimming the hedge 
between the garden and the lawn. I was incensed and 
stepped out on the deck to yell and threaten. Hobbes 
joined the fray, and barking most alarmingly ran at the 
moose. Except to stop chewing for a moment, she showed 
no interest in either of us. After a lot of screaming jun¬ 
ior moose stepped out of the windbreak to see what was 
going on and then there were two of them in the garden. 

In summer, and in it's preferred habitat, a grazing 
moose wades into quite deep water and pulls up water 
plants. Moose are good swimmers and spend a lot of time 
in the water. Sometimes, in reaching for a particularly 
succulent plant a moose will completely submerge and a 
fisherman who has had a moose come up under his boat 
is not likely to ever forget the experience. In winter a 
moose eats twigs, small branches, some fir and some bark 
peeled from trees. They eat 40 to 50 pounds of twigs a 
day so think what that can do to your apple trees and 
hedges. 

The moose is the world's largest living deer. They are 
five and a half to seven feet at the shoulder and can browse 
trees growing nine feet from the ground. Several of them 
may feed in the same area but they don't "herd". They 
move about independently and tend to return to basic 
family groups after feeding. Moose prefer monogamy but 
not necessarily in a lifetime commitment. Calves are born 
in late May or early June and weigh twenty-five to thirty- 
five pounds but they grow incredibly fast and can reach 
400 to 600 pounds in one year. Several years ago there 
were twins in the area and by fall the babies bums were 
as wide as Shetland ponies. 

Moose arrived in Canada from Asia and via Alaska 
and the Bering land bridge. Because moose learned to 
adapt they survived and now Canada is a sanctuary for 
animals whose range used to be much larger. They are 
hunted as trophies and as meat and my siblings and I ate 
a lot of moose meat when we were kids. Wild meat was 
not part of Ralph's heritage and our children tasted it so 
rarely that they don't know whether they like it or not. 
My Dad's hunting trips were great two week expeditions 
to Nordegg and Rocky Mtn. House. There was lots of 
planning involved and tons of supplies to organize. Now 
with moose living in the yard and practically walking 
into the freezer on their own, we eat beef. 

Moose are not pretty. I regret to say that even baby 
moose are not pretty, but there is something rather 
charming in the very homeliness of the beast and as long 
as the great lumps stay out of the immediate garden and 
yard we are willing to share the space. 1 haven't checked 
to see what damage they did to the hedge and if they get 
into the little apple trees I will become a lot less toler¬ 
ant.

Air Cadets tour naval base 


185 Olds Air Cadets was se¬ 
lected as top Squadron in the 
Province for the training year 
2001/2002. 

Some of the factors that 
determine the top squadron 
are: completion of the manda¬ 
tory training, service to the 
community, near perfect at¬ 
tendance of the cadets, and 
the number of scholarships 
attained by the squadron. 

As a reward for its efforts 
the squadron was given a trip 
to CFB Comox. 

However, Comox could 
only accommodate 30 people 
so 19 cadets and 2 officers 
went to CFB Esquimalt. The 
group was escorted by Lieu¬ 
tenant Edward Wiper and 2nd 
Lieutenant Betty Ayers. 

We were in Esquimalt for 
three days and managed to 
cram in six military tours and 
two trips into Victoria. We ar¬ 
rived in Victoria at 11AM and 
were picked up by a military 
bus and given the scenic tour 
of Victoria on our way to CFB 
Esquimalt. 

After depositing our gear in 
the barracks, we had lunch, 
then struck out for Victoria. 
We walked around 
Thunderbird Park then 
toured the Royal British Co¬ 
lumbia Museum. 

Our first tour on base was 
of the Dock Yards and the 
part of CFB Esquimalt that 
was formerly known as CFB 
Naden. 

CFB Naden was built in 
1850 and many of the origi¬ 
nal buildings and the dry dock 
are still functional. 

The Dock Yards are said to 


be patrolled by a ghost on 
dark, stormy nights. A guard 
was killed, at the time of the 
Crimean War, while on patrol 
near the Admiral's house. The 
guard at the Admiral's house 
called out for the password, 
and because of the raging 
storm, the guard on patrol did 
not hear him call out and was 
consequently shot. Upon re¬ 
alizing the mistake, they car¬ 
ried the wounded guard into 
the Admiral's house where he 
died and the blood stain can 
still be seen on the floor. 

There were four frigates in 
port: The HMCS Calgary, 
Regina, Winnipeg, and Ot¬ 
tawa. 

We saw the huge cannons 
that were installed in the 
1850's to protect the harbor, 
and saw the American ship 
the Hurricane that just hap¬ 
pened to be in port that day. 
After lunch in the mess, we 
toured the military museum 
on base. After supper we 
caught a city bus into Victo¬ 
ria and went to the Imax thea¬ 
tre, then did a walking tour 
of the parliament buildings, 
Victoria harbor and down 
town Victoria. 

The next morning we were 
bussed over to 443 Sea King 
Squadron. 

The Sea King helicopters 
work with the frigates. The 
main duty of the Sea King is 
to locate enemy Submarines, 
surveillance, and search and 
rescue. 

The 443 Squadron assists 
CFB Comox with search and 
rescue missions. The Sea 
King helicopter carries ra¬ 


tions and supplies out to 
ships that are at sea for an 
extended period of time. 

They can land on the deck 
of the frigates and can refuel 
while in the air from the frig¬ 
ates. 

The bottom to the Sea King 
is shaped like the hull of a 
boat so they can float if they 
go down in the water. There 
are presently eight female Sea 
King pilots in Canada, two at 
Esquimalt and six stationed 
at Halifax. 

Our next tour was on The 
HMCS Winnipeg. The Winni¬ 
peg was under renovation, but 
we had a great tour of the 
ship and saw where the Sea 
King helicopters land and the 
hanger on board ship. We saw 
all the inner workings of the 
ship and how everything is 
controlled. 

We traveled around to the 
other side the harbor to the 
Deep Sea Diver Training Cen¬ 
tre. When the cadets saw how 
rigorous the Deep Sea Diving 
training was, they decided 
maybe they'd stay with fly¬ 
ing. 

Then we went over to the 
Damage Control Centre 
where personnel are trained 
in flood control and fire fight¬ 
ing on board ship. The cadets 
found this quite exciting as 
there was lots of smoke, fire 
and waters. 

The next morning we were 
up at 0300 hrs. to catch our 
flight home. We returned 
home a little tired but happy 
and with a better understand¬ 
ing of the duties of our Cana¬ 
dian Naval Units.

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QUESTION: My oldest son is approaching the age 
where we had previously agreed to allow him to date. The 
more I think about it, though, the more the whole idea 
concerns me. It seems that even in the best of dating situ¬ 
ations. the negatives exceed the positives. I can’t help but 
feel that I’m setting my son up for failure. Several of my 
friends have adopted the concept of “courtship” rather 
than dating. Could you please explain this idea to me, and 
suggest which of the two arrangements you favor? 

DR. DOBSON: Simply put, the “courtship” concept is 
a reaction to the dating model that is thought by many to 
be unhealthy. 

Dating couples go through a series of short-term and 
often unsatisfying relationships over a period of five or 10 
years or longer. As such, they are being taught to flit from 
one relationship to another like a honeybee buzzing from 
flower to flower. Wouldn’t they be more inclined later to 
bail out on a marriage partner when bored or frustrated? 
Dating also encourages sexual familiarity and experimen¬ 
tation. 

It isn’t difficult to understand why an increasing 
number of parents feel this traditional model undermines 
commitment, exclusivity and permanence in marriage. The 
courtship model, by contrast, seeks to postpone emotional 
and physical entanglements until they occur with the prob¬ 
able husband or wife. 

The family is very supportive in helping to choose that 
special individual for a serious courtship when the time is 
right. Until then, relationships between the sexes are lim¬ 
ited to group situations in carefully controlled settings. 
Physical intimacy for the sake of titillation and experi¬ 
mentation is considered to be most inappropriate. It is 
the ultimate in “saving oneself” for the man or woman 
with whom a lifetime will be spent. Many parents, and 
undoubtedly the majority of teen-agers, would consider 
the courtship model to be extreme and terribly restric¬ 
tive. 

Not every teen-ager would tolerate it. I believe it is a 
good idea in those settings where both generations are 
committed to it and are willing to work together to make 
it successful. Courtship is not recommended in cases of 
adolescent rebellion or where there is great resistance to 
the idea. Whether or not to take this approach, therefore, 
is a matter for individual families to determine. 

QUESTION: We hear so much about mothers being 
depressed and unable to accept the empty nest when the 
kids leave home. In our family, however, it was Dad who 
took it hard. He went into a tailspin for more than a month. 
Is this unusual? 

DR. DOBSON: No, it happens very commonly. In a 
recent study, 189 parents of college freshmen were asked 
to report their feelings when their son or daughter left 
home. 

Surprisingly, the fathers took it harder than the moth¬ 
ers. That resistance to the empty nest was the theme of 
the movie “Father of the Bride,” which was a hilarious 
and touching tribute to the love of a father for his daugh¬ 
ter. 

When George, the dad, sat across from his daughter at 
the dinner table and learned that she was engaged, he 
took the news hard. He couldn’t believe what he was hear¬ 
ing. 

He had to clear his vision when he saw his daughter as 
a baby girl, and then as a 10-year-old tomboy, and finally 
as a beautiful young woman of 18. His little girl had grown 
up so quickly and now she was leaving home. He would 
never again be the main man in the life of his precious 
daughter, and there was grieving to be done. Why do men 
sometimes take the empty nest so hard? One of the chief 
explanations is regret. 

They have been so busy working hard that they let the 
years slip by almost unnoticed. Then suddenly they real¬ 
ize it is too late to build a relationship with the child who 
is leaving home forever. 

For those of you who still have children or teen-agers 
at home, take a moment regularly to enjoy your remain¬ 
ing time together. Those days will be gone in the blink of 
an eye.

was discussed. 

The Cattle Show has been set for 
June 14th or 15th. 

Fund raising was discussed. A PA. 
system is very necessary. 

The next meeting is Wed. Apr. 3. 
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The solution to pollution is 
dilution - wake up Canada! 


Burn it and watch the 
smoke dissipate. Dump it 
into a river and it will disap¬ 
pear. Dig a hole and bury it. 
And if all that fails, then 
move the village to a new lo¬ 
cation. This was waste dis¬ 
posal at its simplest. 

In the last hundred years 
world population has in¬ 
creased exponentially and 
still increases - growth of 
over 25% is forecast in the 
next 20 years. Garbage and 
pollution increase as does 
population but our air, wa¬ 
ter and soil resources are 
unchanged. Our world eco¬ 
system is strained and begin¬ 
ning to break down. World 
leaders, scientists and corpo¬ 
rate leaders recognize the 
problems. 

But what to do? 

I don't believe the Biblical 
exhortation to go forth and 
multiply meant to cover the 
earth with humans like 
grasshoppers in a grain field, 
and with similar results to 
the land. However if we do 
not have the good sense or 
the will to deal with the un¬ 
derlaying problem we must 
grapple with the symptoms. 

Air is a basic necessity to 
the life of most living beings. 
Yet we pollute it unmerci¬ 
fully. Every bit of fossil fuel 
burned produces carbon di¬ 
oxide, which is the greatest 
air polluter of all. This gas 
and other greenhouse gases 
rise to the upper atmosphere 
and create a layer of gas 
which allows the entry of the 
sun's heat towards the earth 
but instead of this heat 
partly reflecting away from 
the earth and dissipating, 
these gases again reflect the 
heat to the earth. Thus the 


ible gases accumulate and 
threaten our very existence. 

The American Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) as part of a 10 year re¬ 
view of the US Clean Air Act, 
determined that for every 
$1.00 spent on controlling air 
pollution, about $20.00 was 
saved in health costs. Boy, are 
our legislators ever off track. 

A report by James Argo 
Ph.D. (IntraAmerica's Center 
for Environment and Health, 
Canada, Dec 2001) found 
that: Volumes of gas flared in 
Alberta are immense, exceed¬ 
ing 10 million cubic meters 
per day. Hydrocarbons enter 
the air in dangerous amounts 
below the threshold of smell. 
Hydrogen sulphide below the 
level it can be smelled is as¬ 
sociated with spontaneous 
abortion; carbon disulphide is 
a potent peripheral neuro¬ 
toxin. Unexpected flaring is a 
common source of Traumatic 
Stress, which leads to several 
auto-immune diseases includ¬ 
ing MS, rheumatoid arthritis, 
thyroid disease, and type II 
diabetes. 

Census Divisions which 
contain extensive flaring ac¬ 
tivity show elevated cancer 
incidence rates. 

Are we living in a sort of 
Love Canal air borne pollu¬ 
tion situation? Because we 
can't see it or smell it does not 
mean it cannot hurt us. 

Our industrialists and poli¬ 
ticians have a vested finan¬ 
cial interest in maintaining 
the status quo. If we want 
change you and I must de¬ 
mand it. 

Industry cannot exist if we 
do not buy its products and 
politicians cannot be elected 
without votes.

"greenhouse" effect. 

Ice core readings suggest 
that atmospheric carbon diox¬ 
ide levels are at their highest 
level in 420,000 years. Global 
temperatures in the 1990's 
were the highest since records 
began to be kept in the nine¬ 
teenth century. Over the past 
100 years average sea levels 
have risen 4 to 6 inches. The 
Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change, a group of 
over 2500 scientists world¬ 
wide, stated in its 2001 report 
that "Most of the warming in 
the last 50 years is attribut¬ 
able to human activities." 

Wake up Alberta, and the 
rest of Canada! 

Between 1990 and 2000 
Canada's actual emissions 
rose 12.8%, the fourth high¬ 
est increase in the worlds.

TOWN COUNCIL 

MPR renovations 
will be presented 
to the public

A revised proposal for reno¬ 
vations to be done to the Multi- 
Purpose Room located at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex 
will be presented to the public 
at Open House dates and feed¬ 
back will be sought from local 
residents. 

The enhancement project was 
suppose to be started in the 
spring of 2003 and current reno¬ 
vations are estimated to be over 
$600,000. 

Currently, reserves identified 
for the Multi-Purpose Room 
project are at $150,000 and the 
Didsbury Lions have dedicated 
toward the project and could be 
doubled through grants which 
would bring the total up to 
$ 210 , 000 . 

According to the March 26 
agenda suggestions have been 
made through administration 
and Council that the project pro¬ 


ceed on a smaller scale. 

A scaled down, revised en¬ 
hancement was presented to the 
Community Services Commit¬ 
tee at their March 26 meeting. 
The revisions would allow for 
320 people to be seated for a ban¬ 
quet. Renovations would add 
space to the existing kitchen, 
locate a bar area within the 
kitchen which would remove 
the need for portable bars, add 
an angled northeast entry 
which could possibly hold new 
washrooms in the area and re¬ 
place the heating system and 
flooring. If new washrooms in 
the entrance was not an option 
the Town would look at upgrad¬ 
ing the current washrooms in 
the arena. 

The Community Services 
Committee agreed the revision 
be recommended to Town 
Council and then to the com¬ 
munity through an Open 
House held in April.

Canadian 88 reclamation complete 


Didsbury Town Council car¬ 
ried a motion to send a letter 
to Canadian 88 stating that 
the surface reclamation com¬ 
pleted to date was acceptable 
and that no further work was 
required at last week’s regu¬ 
lar council meeting. 

Canadian 88 leased a por¬ 
tion of land in the Northeast 
corner of the Rosebud Indus¬ 
trial development. 


The lease is no longer active 
and the Town contacted Cana¬ 
dian 88 asking for the lease to 
be discharged. 

Canadian 88 applied for a rec¬ 
lamation certificate and in or¬ 
der to receive one from the 
EUB, they must restore the 
land to its original condition. 
The only item left for Canadian 
88 to fulfill was to respread top¬ 
soil on the area. 


When the lease was first 
started the land was for agri¬ 
cultural use. Now the land is 
zoned industrial. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg said it 
was unknown where the origi¬ 
nal topsoil for the land in ques¬ 
tion was and that to spread 
topsoil on the land was unnec¬ 
essary because it was zoned 
differently now.

It will bring a complete set 
of every newspaper that has 
ever been published in 
Didsbury since 1909 that was 
housed in the Legislature Li¬ 
brary in Edmonton.

Thunder rolls over Olds Grizzlys

And the Thunder rolls. 

A thunder storm rolled into 
the Olds Sportsplex on March 
28, 2002 and in it’s wake left 
the Olds Grizzlys curled up in 
their den, waiting for next 
year’s action in the Alberta 
Junior Hockey League. 

After defeating the Olds 
Grizzlys in the opening two 
games of the AJHL semi-final 
playoff series, the Drayton Val¬ 
ley Thunder blew into Olds, 
eliminating the Grizzlys from 
post season play by chalking 
up a 6-3 victory on March 27 
and a hard fought 5-2 win on 
March 28. 

Red Deer minor hockey 
product, Dustin Sproat, dented 
the twine three times, includ¬ 
ing two short handed goals and 
a power play marker to lead 
the Thunder in the fourth game 
of the series. 

The Thunder, the second 
best overall team in league 
play, won the best-of-seven 
AJHL semi-final play off 4-0 
and will now meet the winner 
of the other AJHL semi-final 
series between the Canmore 
Eagles, overall league win¬ 
ners, and the Grande Prairie 
Storm for the 2001/2002 league 
championship. 

In cruising to the series win, 
the Thunder took advantage of 
playing with the man advan¬ 
tage by scoring five power play 
goals, while adding four short 
handed markers. 

Throughout his AJHL ca¬ 
reer, veteran Sproat has been 
known as a clutch player with 
a soft pair of hands and dur¬ 
ing the games against the 
Grizzlys he was a thorn in 
their back as he hammered the 
final nail into the Grizzly’s 
coffin by leading the Thunder 
offensively throughout the 
entire series. 

In Drayton Valley, Sproat 
dented the twine once in each 
game and added three helpers. 

Meanwhile in the first en¬ 
counter at the Sportsplex, 
Sproat blinked the red light

twice on the power play and 
added a pair of assists to pace 
the visiting Thunder offen¬ 
sively. 

Other Thunder goals were 
notched by Justin Williams, 
Justin Blacklock, Nick 
Tagnasky and Jade Galbraith, 
the league’s leading scorer. For 
the Grizzlys, Bruce Mulherin 
blinked the red light twice on 
the power play, while Matt 
Piller found the back of the 
twine once behind Thunder 
netminder Clint Chalmers to 
round out the scoring. 

Other marksmen for the 
Thunder in the fourth and fi¬ 
nal game of the series were 
Cory Caouette and Ryan 
Thompson. Meanwhile, Bruce 
Mulherin and Ryan Huddy 
twinkled the twine for the 
Grizzlys. 

“I can’t say enough about 
the play of Sproat not only in 
this series but throughout the 


play offs,” said Thunder’s 
Head Coach and General Man¬ 
ager, Ian Kaylay. 

“He has been a real leader 
on and off the ice for us and 
this leadership has certainly 
helped the younger players on 
the team,” Kaylay added, indi¬ 
cating Sproat has probably 
been the Drayton Valley Thun¬ 
der’s Most Valuable Player this 
season. 

A versatile player, Sproat’s 
ability to play without the 
puck has been his biggest as¬ 
set this season and he proved 
it against the Grizzlys as his 
tenacious forechecking and 
crushing body checks kept the 
Grizzlys from moving the puck 
out of their own end. 

“Sproat plays by example 
and this rubs off onto the other 
players,” added Kaylay, indi¬ 
cating the rest of the Thunder 
forwards picked up on Sproat’s 
play. 


According to Kaylay, the 
Thunder’s success in the series 
was eliminating the Grizzly’s 
transition game. 

“Although we gave up a lot 
of shots most of them were 
from the boards or out towards 
the blue line,” noted Kaylay. 

“The Grizzlys are a tremen¬ 
dous offensive team and we re¬ 
spected this in the play offs,” 
added Kaylay. 

In every game the Thunder 
were outshot but were re¬ 
warded by the play of 
netminder, Clint Chalmers, 
named a star in every game he 
played. 

“Chalmers played well 
enough in every game to give 
us the chance to win,” Kaylay 
said. 

Despite rustling the twine 
while playing short handed, 
Kaylay noted the penalty kill¬ 
ers were hard pressed in keep¬ 
ing the Grizzly’s potent power 


play off the scoreboard a.- 
ten as they did. 

“We took too many undist i 
plined penalties and I guess v. 
got lucky in killing off most ul 
them.” explained Kaylay. 

“On the other hand, 1 
thought our power play was 
playing aggressively and capi¬ 
talizing on their opportune 
ties,” Kaylay noted. 

This is the first time, the 
Thunder has reached the 
league finals and Kaylay 1 
lieves they are prepared for the 
pressures of trying to win an 
AJHL championship. 

“It really doesn’t matter who 
we play in the final series. A> 
long as we stick to our game 
plan and play our type of game 
we will do just fine,” conclu 1 
Kaylay.

Ryan Swelin in International World Closing Mixed 
Cup Junior oolf tournament Bonspiel ends 

Curling Season

In his first interna¬ 
tional Junior golf tourna¬ 
ment, Ryan Swelin, of 
Sundre, was the class of 
Canada's Junior Golf team 
participating in the Toyota 
Junior World Cup Team 
Qualifier held at the Isla 
Navidad Golf Course in 
Manzanillo, Mexico from 
March 7-9, 2002. 

A member of the Sundre 
Golf Club, Swelin was the 
top Canadian at the tour¬ 
nament firing rounds of 
74, 74 and 73 for a 221 
total over 54 holes. 

Swelin’s score was five 
strokes over par and nine 
strokes back of the tour¬ 
nament winner Hector 
Diaz Ceballos, of Mexico. 

Team Canada, compet¬ 
ing against teams from 
Mexico, Guatemala and 
Puerto Rico, placed sec¬ 
ond overall at the tourna¬ 
ment and qualified for the 
Toyota Junior World Cup 
of Golf being held in Ja¬ 
pan from June 18-21,2002. 
The top two teams with 


the best combined scores 
of the top three golfers 
qualified for the Junior 
world Cup tournament. 

According to Swelin, 
the 7,000 yard par 72 Isla 
Navidad Golf Course was 
extremely challenging and 
tested a golfer’s physical 
and mental ability. 

“This was the first time 
I have ever played in an 
international tournament 
of this calibre and I was 
very impressed with the 
entire event,” said Swelin, 
who was named to Cana¬ 
da’s Junior World Cup 
Golf Team on February 8, 
2002. 

“It was a very reward¬ 
ing experience and I was 
extremely proud to repre¬ 
sent Canada,” added 
Swelin, the 2000 Alberta 
Golf Association Juvenile 
champion. 

“Ever since I was 
named to the Junior World 
Cup Team, I was looking 
forward to this tourna¬ 
ment,” Swelin added, not¬ 
ing the event was more 
than he expected. 


Because Swelin knew 
he would be competing 
against players, who have 
the opportunity of play¬ 
ing golf the entire year, he 
prepared for the tourna¬ 
ment by hitting golf balls 
at the Four Seasons Golf 
Centre in Calgary. 

“I knew I wouldn’t have 
the opportunity of 
practicing at a regular golf 
course, so I tried to im¬ 
prove my game any way I 
could,” added Swelin, in¬ 
dicating hitting balls at 
the indoor golf range in 
Calgary helped him with 
his long game at the Mexi¬ 
can tournament. “During 
the tournament, my long 
game was excellent as I 
hit the ball extremely 
well,” added Swelin. 

“On the first day of the 
tournament, I certainly 
struggled with my short 
game, but it wasn’t really 
surprising to me,” ex¬ 
plained Swelin, noting his 
putting improved as the 
tournament progressed. 

To become familiar with 
the Mexican golf course, 


Swelin noted Team 
Canada consisting of three 
other members, Brodie 
Flanders, of New 
Brunswick,Dustin 
Pewarchuck, of British 
Columbia and Ryan Yip, 
of Calgary, arrived in 
Manzanillo a few weeks 
early to practice. 

“The entire Canadian 
team was extremely fo¬ 
cused on playing to the 
best of their ability and we 
received excellent coach¬ 
ing from Henry Bunston 
and Doug Roxborough,” 
noted Swelin. Although 
Swelin doesn’t know what 
to expect at the Toyota 
Junior World Cup Tour¬ 
nament, he expects to be 
prepared for it as he plans 
to hit the links on a regu¬ 
lar basis when the warmer 
weather arrives. 

“As soon as the tour¬ 
nament schedule begins in 
the spring, I plan to par¬ 
ticipate in as many as pos¬ 
sible,” added Swelin, indi¬ 
cating he will play in both 
Junior and Men’s tourna¬ 
ments.
